Hawkins reflects on Homecoming

Homecoming spirit is important to 
many people, but it is especially 
important to the man in charge, TJC 
President Dr. Raymond M. Hawkins. 

This Homecoming, which honors 
classes of the 40's and 70’s, seems to 
have created more attention than in 
recent years. 

Dr. Hawkins says this is because the 
Alumni Association, in charge of co¬ 
ordinating events, tries harder every 
year to put on a better attraction. 

“Basically what they are trying to 
create is a significant amount of unity 
and interest among present students 
and TJC alumni. By making the 
Homecoming attractive enough, it will 
bring back good memories for others to 
share in the festivities.” 


“Another reason why this year’s 
Homecoming is different is the fact that 
we are giving something like five 
awards, whereas in the past we 
presented one or two,” Hawkins said. 

TJC-ex Bill Hollowell will receive the 
Distinguished Alumnus award. A stu¬ 
dent and a faculty member from the 
classes of 1948-49 and 1970-71 will also 
be honored. 

“The Student Senate is also m akin g 
a wonderful effort in keeping the 
students on campus this year by 
presenting Campus Capers instead of 
an annual bonfire,” he said. 

Hawkins sees Homecoming as being 
part of TJC’s larger marketing plan. 

“Probably the whole purpose in a 
Homecoming is to promote the college 
as a sort of an attraction to future 


students or maybe a future donor who 
wishes to award the institution with a 
donation,” he said. 

“TJC, like any other college is a 
business. And a business must go out 
and market its product. In this case,” 
Hawkins said, “we are in the education 
business and we have to go out and sell 
education.” 

“Homecoming can illustrate to 
people all over the kind of program a 
college has,” he said. 

“To make it an even stronger 
institution than it is, Homecoming 
creates better identification. This is 
probably what the college has had in 
mind for the past 50 years,” he said. 

Hawkins attributed TJC’s growth, in 
part, to such activities. 


“When I first came to teach here in 
1967-70, there were only 3500 students. 
Now there are well over 7000. TJC has 
really grown in the past decade. Maybe 
some of the credit goes to the 
Homecoming program,” he suggested. 

“Over the years, since I’ve attended 
college, I don’t think the values have 
changed. The perspectives have 
changed and the priorities are differ¬ 
ent. But the values have not. Home¬ 
coming’s main purpose is to promote 
goodwill. ’ ’ 

Hawkins says TJC has changed 
considerably since the 1940’s, when the 
college moved to this campus. 

Many buildings have been added 
since the original four buildings that 
stood in 1948.

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'Women’s Liberation’ discussion 
evident in 1970 campus News

One of the loudest and most 
vehemently discussed topics of 
the 1970's was that of Women’s 
Liberation. 

The Movement swept the 
United States, Texas and even 
the TJC campus. While women 
worldwide were fighting for 
equal pay, equal opportunities, 
and an end to gender dis¬ 
crimination, the prevailing 
issue at TJC was the width of 
the sidewalk. 

At least it was the main issue 
to student Ronnie Hobelman, 
who wrote in the Nov. 11, 1970, 
TJC Pow Wow: 

‘ ‘ Sidewalks for feminists 
only, the right to be heard— 
these are signs for the women's 
liberation movement at TJC. 
Men, the backbone of the 
college, have noticed the 
momentum of this coed move¬ 
ment." 

“For example, on the two- 
way, four-lane campus side¬ 
walks, measuring about three 
feet in diameter, three or four 
libs walk side by side, failing to 
yield even one of their lanes to 
an oncoming male," Hobelman 
said. 

“Males have permitted this 
up to a certain point. That point 
ends when men are forced to 
wade water on a rainy day or 
yield an umbrella to a sweet, 
innocent liberator who does not 


want to spoil her new blue 
jeans," he said. 

“Lucretia Mott and Eliazbeth 
Cady Stanton, drafters of the 
Declaration of Sentiments at the 
first Women’s Rights Conven¬ 
tion, would roll over in their 
graves at Hobelman's inter¬ 
pretation of the women’s lib 
movement," countered Kay 
Richardson in the same issue of 
the Pow Wow: 

“From the beginning, women 
have been taught to be sub¬ 
missive and dependent—seen 
but not heard. A woman enters 
the world as ‘sugar and spice’, 
looks forward to being ‘daddy's 
little girl,' then becomes a 
newlywed who ‘whistles while 
she works’ and ends up as an 


During the 1970’s the face of 
the campus changed from a few 
buildings to one of several 
buildings with architectual 
unity. 

New buildings added include 
Aleck Genecov Science and Arts 
Building, completed in 1975, 
Bonna Bess Vaughn Conserva¬ 
tory, finished in 1976, and the 
main part of Pirtle Technology 
Center, completed Feb. 1, 1977. 


‘everyday housewife’ whose 
world is encircled by ‘ring 
around the collar,' Richardson 
said. 

“It is naturally assumed, 
according to psychologist Bruno 
Bettelheim, that ‘...in as much 
as women want to be good 
scientists or engineers, they 
want first and foremost to be 
womanly companions of men 
and to be mothers,'" Rich¬ 
ardson said. 

“This is exactly the gen¬ 
eralized concept of womanhood 
Women’s Lib rejects—the 
stereotyped domestic servant 
whose life is centered around 
marriage and children," she 
continued. 


Campus growth was not all 
buildings. 

The distinctive red brick land¬ 
mark in front of Jenkins Hall 
was built in 1976, and the 
Vaughn Library dial access 
system, implemented by Gor¬ 
don Martin and George Aiken, 
was added the same year. 

The marquee that stands in 
the middle of the campus was a 
gift from the ’74-’75 and '75-'76 
Student senates.

Dorm request 
time arrives 

Now is the time to send in an 
application for a dormitory room 
for next year, said Pamela 
London, Student Affairs Office 
secretary.

The student pays an 
additional $200 when he moves 
into the dorm.

If a current fall semester 
resident with a deposit in for the 
spring does not return after 
Christmas vacation, the next 
applicant on the list will have a 
chance for that room. Only then 
the $150 deposit will be re¬ 
turned to the former resident.

Sledge, which houses 72 oc¬ 
cupants, Vaughn with 48, Bate¬ 
man with 166, Holley with 64 
and Claridge with 92. 

Men’s dormitories are: Hud- 
nall with 98 occupants, West 
with 48 and Lewis with 48. 

Applications are already 
coming in for 1983 fall. Students 
planning to live in a dorm 
should send in an application 
and deposit right away, London 
said.

“Right now, I am just going to sit back for a 
while and spend more time with my family and 
also give more attention to my students here at 
TJC,’’ says Hudson. 

Hudsc^ can relax, but not for long. He will 
leave for Austin in two months to be sworn in 
Jan. 11, 1983. 

Before then he has many things to do, 
including hiring a staff. Then he must tackle the 
problems that face East Texas citizens. 

4 ‘I think the most important issue right now is 
education. I think a lot of time and effort must 
be spent to insure that we have a good quality of 
education because without it, our businesses 
could not function, and people could not 
function properly without good education, ’ ’ said 
Hudson. 

Hudson says he is gratified with how the 
campaign went though he was outspent by 
Gilbert 2 to 1. 


4 4 I would say it was a very clean campaign run 
by both of us,’’ Hudson commented. “I’ve 
known Gilbert since we were Cub Scouts 
together.’’ 

Hudson was one of many Democrats to win in 
the Nov. 2 election. The most notable victory in 
Texas was Attorney General Mark White’s over 
incumbent Governor Bill Clements. 

“Mark White will make an excellent governor 
and I am glad that Texas chose him,’’ said 
Hudson. 

Hudson says this election does not necessarily 
mean that Republicans are out of office. It just 
signals that better things are yet to come. 

“The Republicans have caused the worst 
level of unemployment since 1935, business 
failures have climbed to their worst peak since 
1931 and overall the Republican party has 
caused the worst budget deficit ever in U.S. 
history,’’ he said. 

In view of that, Hudson thinks the Reagan 
Administration would be wise not to run for 
re-election in 1984. 

Hudson will finish out the fall semester 
teaching government here.

on' » eral Judge William Wayne 
Justice ruled that Tyler Junior 


College does not have the 
authority to dictate the length of 
a student’s hair. 

He also said rules on men’s 
hair, mustache, beard and side- 
burn styles are “unreasonable 
and discriminatory.’’ 

The suit was filed when 
students could not register for 
the 1970 fall semester until their 
haircuts met the stipulations of 
the hair code. 


Dr. Edwin Fowler, vice presi¬ 
dent for student services, said 
that he is prohibited by a court 
restriction to discuss the mat¬ 
ter. But today’s dress code says 
students must wear shoes and 
shirts, the shoes for health 
reasons. 

Fowler said a student needs 
to be “prudent” and “have 
good judgement on how he or 
she looks.” 


Students' ideas on dorms 
have changed since 75 


Four students living in West 
Hall stated in an article in the 
Dec. 1975 TJC News that, “the 
opportunity to get away from 
home and assume responsibility 
is the main reason for choosing 
dorm life.” 

“You need to get away from 
home and broaden your ho¬ 
rizons,” one student said.

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Dorm residents eulogize 'Lewis/ 
campus traffic accident victim

Funeral services for Lewis 
Hall's dog, 4 ‘Lewis," were held 
recently. Lewis was buried be¬ 
tween the two men's dormito¬ 
ries across the street from 
Gentry Gymnasium. 

While crossing East Lake 
Street in front of Lewis Hall, 
Lewis was struck by a car and 
killed. Freshman John Steger, 
first on the scene of the ac¬ 
cident, was an eyewitness. 
Steger said he had just “cross¬ 
ed the street and looked back 
when the brakes of a passing 
car were slammed. The car 
eased up a little bit and that's 
when I saw Lewis lying in the 
street." 

A funeral service was ar¬ 
ranged by residents of Lewis 
and West halls some 30 minutes 
after the fatal accident. 

Lewis' death was similar to 
that of “Duke" who was killed 


in the same fashion in early 
February, 1962. Duke, who met 
his end on Fifth Street, now lies 
in the area behind Jenkins Hall. 
His grave is marked by a tomb¬ 
stone donated then by a local 
monument company. 

The black and white “Heinz 
57" was christened “Lewis" by 
occupants of Lewis Hall. 

Burial services were conduct¬ 
ed by Student Senate President 
Chuck Sowders and Freshman 
Dean Hopkins. Both described 
Lewis as “a lovable friend to 
everyone who knew him." 

Carrying a cross, Freshman 
Tim Cornelius led the funeral 
procession followed by Sowders 
bearing Lewis' limp corpse in a 
plain brown paper bag. 

Forming a line on each side of 
the grave, some 20 dorm resi¬ 
dents heard Hopkins praise 
Lewis as “a good dog" and say 
he “hoped he has found his^ 



place in doggy heaven." 

Dorm mothers Jane Baker 
and Mary Keys laid roses on the 
mound. 

Music for the ceremony was 
provided by organist Tim 
Spivey and Leon Philpot. 
Apache mascot Ken Horstman 
led the final prayer for Lewis, 
the dog who proved that a dog 
can really be man's best friend.

Jenkins authors 'Alma Mater’ lyrics 


Some things never change. 

For the past 38 years students 
and faculty have raised voices to 
sing a special song, the TJC 
“Alma Mater," adopted in 
1944. 

The origin of lyrics for this 
song was for several years 
questionable. 

The Feb. 10, 1946 issue of the 
Apache Pow Wow, now the TJC 
News, stated: “...the words 


...were given to (then Presi¬ 
dent) Dr. H.E. Jenkins by one 
who wished to remain anony¬ 
mous..." This suggestion that 
the writer was anonymous 
would remain for 16 years. 

In December, 1952, a follow¬ 
up story headlined, “TJC Presi¬ 
dent Writes School Alma 
Mater," raised questions for 
readers. 

It was seven years and 87

A small article in the April 22, 
1959, issue of the Apache Pow 
Wow stated that Dr. Jenkins is 
the author of the lyrics. The 
headline read, “Dr. Jenkins 
Recalls Writing Alma Mater." 

Dr. Jenkins said in the arti¬ 
cle, “Writing a school’s alma 
mater is like writing a poem. ’ ’ It 
took him a month, he said, to 
complete the 37-word song 
which students for years have 
considered “their" school song. 

Jenkins' lyrics are adapted 
from those of Cornell University 
of Ithaca, New York. The music 
is “By Cayuga Waters." 

The present musical arrange¬ 
ment was created in 1970 by 
Jerry Leard, dean of arts and 
sciences.

From there his 
musical background and talent 
landed him a scholarship to play 
trumpet at Stephen F. Austin 
State University. 

Smith has played on the road 
with the Buddy Tyland Band, 
the United States Army Band 
and eventually became a mem¬ 
ber of the official 4th Army 
Band. Smith has also played in 
Reno and Elko, Nevada and 
with the Ice Capades and other 
shows. 

Smith began teaching music 
in 1955 and has been Apache 


Band Director since 1972. 

Directed by Smith, the 
Apache Band has performed in 
Mexico City, at the Silver Dome 
in Pontiac, Mich., in RFK 
Stadium in Washington D.C., 
and for Presidents Gerald Ford, 
Jimmy Carter and Ronald 
Reagan.

Wagstaff recalls building 
Apache athletic tradition

The 1940’s not only marked 
TJC’s move to a new campus, 
but also the beginning of the 
Apaches' outstanding athletic 
program. 

Athletic Director Floyd Wag¬ 
staff, affectionately known as 
Wag, almost single-handedly 
built the program fans and 
players enjoy today. 

Wagstaff can reminisce for 
hours concerning successful 
teams he coached. The Apaches 
were winners from the begin¬ 
ning. 

“In 1947, the football team 
was started and won 10 
straight,’’ said Wagstaff. “And 
we lost the eleventh to Comp¬ 
ton, Calif., 19-20, in the Texas 
Rose Bowl.’’ 

Pretty impressive considering 
TJC was not the college stu¬ 
dents recognize today. 

“Tyler Junior College was 
held at the old Tyler High 
School, as part of the Tyler 
Public School District,” Wag¬ 
staff said. “Forty acres of this 
campus were bought for $1500 
an acre, but the campus was not 
built yet.” 

Wagstaff planted the practice 
field grass June 19, 1947. The 
players dressed downtown and 
then came to the campus to 
workout. 

Not only is Wagstaff exact 
with dates, he can tell anyone a 
brief history on almost every 
player he has coached. 

The 1947 football squad pro¬ 
duced some outstanding pro¬ 
fessional football players. 

Bill Johnson, one of Wag- 
staff’s prizes, played with the 
San Francisco Forty-niners for 
12 years and is now coaching 
with Tampa Bay. 

Charles Quilter played a 
number of years in the pros and 
is now coaching in the Canadian 
League. 

Not only did Wagstaff have 
successful football teams, he 
also coached the 1948-49 
National Champion basketball 
team. The squad had a 49-1 
record for one season. “We 
beat Hutchinson, Kan., in the 
finals by two points,” Wagstaff 
recalls. 

Wagstaff had a host of out¬ 
standing players on that squad, 
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but one in particular, Herb 
Richardson, received All- 
American honors. His winning 
nature influences his coaching 
of the Apache Ladies. 

“We flew up there on a 
private plane,” Wagstaff said, 
“and on the second day of the 
tournament, I was disturbed by 
a horrible racket. It was the 
greatest pep rally of TJC stu¬ 
dents and it literally tore the 
town of Hutchinson apart.” 

That type of school spirit 
prevailed in the students. “We 
had plenty of school spirit,” 
Wagstaff remembers. “The 
students followed the teams 
both at home and away.” 

Perhaps the greatest display 
of school spirit was experienced 
after 1949 National Champion¬ 
ship victory. “When we landed 
at the airport, at least 7,000 
people met us,” Wagstaff said 
with a smile. “It was quite a 
welcoming for the first National 
Championship; people ap¬ 
preciated a good team.” 

That was an astonishing 
crowd. TJC’s enrollment at that 
time was only 300 students. 

A large percentage of the 
athletes were ex-service men, 
ranging in age from 18-22 years 
old. Wagstaff said they were 
“tough, rough, rowdy and 
ready,” but when it came to 


going to school, nearly all men 
finished and got good jobs. 

“Those guys made outstand¬ 
ing people,” Wagstaff said. 

A lot of effort went into 
building the athletic program 
fans know today. The mighty 
tradition might not have de¬ 
veloped if it hadn’t been for 
Coach Wagstaff and his tribe of 
Apaches. 
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Apaches shutout Cardinals to stay in TEC race 


Apaches remained in the 
running for the conference title 
and possibly a post-season bowl 
bid by overpowering hapless 
Henderson County Junior Col¬ 
lege, 30-0, Saturday in Athens. 

The Apaches, now 5-4, can 
clinch a share of the crown by 
beating Kilgore Saturday in 
Rose Stadium. If Navarro loses, 
the Tribe can take sole pos¬ 
session and possibly win a bowl 
invitation. 

A combination of consistent 
offensive play and a big play 
defense did the trick for the 
Tribe. The Apache defense 
robbed the Cardinals of two 
fumbles and five interceptions, 
while the offense rolled up 400 


total yards enroute to the win. 

The first Apache scoring 
drive covered 77 yards. Quar¬ 
terback Brad Perry lofted a 
56-yard pass to end Henry Hill, 
giving the Tribe the ball at the 
HCJC 21-yard line. Perry 
scrambled for 10 yards on the 
next play and then found Hill in 
the end zone for an 11-yard 
touchdown. 

HCJC took the ensuing kick¬ 
off but found no leaks in the 
Apache front line. Fourth and 
eight forced the Cardinals to 
punt from deep in their own 
yard. The snap from center 
sailed high and the Cards were 
dropped for a safety.

The tight score indicated a 
seesaw affair between the two 
squads. The Ladies threatened 
to run away with the game in 
the first moments, but McLen¬ 
nan then scored eight un¬ 
answered points to take a 11-8 
advantage. 

By half, the teams had man¬ 
aged to battle to a 32-32 tie. 

After intermission, the 
Apaches showed tremendous 
poise to hold off a last-minute 
surge by McLennan.
